ks.'  this  little  volume'  of  "Laws"  was  ■  un- 
thought  of.  With  the  customary  exanjlna- 
tiori  by  the  cataloguing  department  of  even 
the  ■  most  unpromising  bundles  of  pam- 
phlets, clippings,  etc.,  e6,r|y  In  the  work  this 
little  book  was  unearthed,  loosely  laid  In 
??ith  a  mass  of  excerpts '  from  magazines— 
a  gem  ,  among  papers  of  no  commercial 
value.  Immediately  it  was  known  that 
here'i^is  a  "find"  of  the  mast  interesting 
character,  the  valup  of  which  loomed  large 
both  historically  and  commercially.  As  the 
research  work  in  connection  with  the  cata- 
loguing of  this  precious  piece  progressed  It 
became  apparent  that  this  was  in  all  proba- 
bility the  only  copy  known  to  date,  as  Hu-" 
berr  H.  Bancroft,  the  exhaustive  writer  on 
the  West,  had  never  seen  a  copy,  and  only  re- 
fers to  It,  having  seen  a  notice  of  it  In  The 
Californian  for  Sept„^  2,  1848.  The  latest 
bibliography  of  California  imprints,  by  Wag- 
ner, "does  not  record  it,  a  mention  of  such 
a  work  being  the  only  intimation  that  the 
book  existed-  -Further  it  was  discovered 
that  the  copy  was  originally  owned  by 
Captain  Folsom,  he  who  first  announced  to 
the  Government  .the.  discovery  of  .  gold  In 
California,  and  on  the  margin  of  the  title- 
page  he  has  written  "Act  published  In  coA- 
sequen^e  of  the  news  of  Peace.  J.  Ij. 
Folsom."
